1 . 33 Chapter VI Paragraph 110 This sub-paragraph shall be substituted by the following 

Sub-paragraph (1) Import of spares *T10(1). Actual Users (Industrial) will be eligible to get licences calculated 
for after-sales services. at 1.5% of the exfactory value of production of 2 % of c.i.f. value of 

imported components, whichever is higher, during the last three financial 
years, for import of spares needed for the purpose of providing warranty 
coverage or after-sales service (whether free of cost or at a price) to 
their customers. Only such spares shall be permitted as wereiare used 
by them as components of the said items at the time of manufacture. 
The applicant shall be required to furnish an affidavit sworn before 
the competent judicial authority/the Oath Commissioner/the Notary 
Public. The affidavit shall contain a declaration to the effect that the 
spares applied for are those which were/are imported as components and 
actually used In the manufacture of the original machinery/equipment. 
Further, the importer shall undertake to utilise the imported spares only 
for servicing and maintenance (whether free of cost or at a price) of the 
machincry/equipnient/vohicles manufactured by them. The value of 
a single item of restricted sparc_ imported against licences issued under 
this provision shall not exceed Rs. 10 lakhs. However, where import 
of a single item is required for more than Rs. 10 lakhs, the list of such 
spares (only those which are required for a value of more than iRs. 10 lakhs) 
should be got attested by the DGTD or the concerned technical authority. 
The customs authorities will allow clearance of such spares for a value 
of more than Rs.lO lakhs per item on the basis of the list attested by the 
concerned technical authority. Applications for grant of import licences 
should be made to the regional licensing authorities concerned, accom¬ 
panied by a certificate from a Chartered or Cost Accountant or Company 
Secretary who is not a partner or a director or an employee of the appli¬ 
cant firm or its associate, M to the eligible value. Actual Users 
(Industrial) engaged in the industries listed in Appendix 9 only will bo 
eligible to apply for import licence under this sub-paragraph.*’
